narket, are selling today at 25 cents a

war camp community service from 
New England, New York, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey, gathered here (or a 
week's conference. Myron T. Herrlck. 
ex-governor of Ohio and former am- 
bassador to France, spoke of the bat- 
tlefields of Europe "where the brave 
and war-worn soldiers of the allies be- • 
gin- now to see the victorious ending 
of their great labor." 


The message from Governor Herrlck. 
who is chairman of the national finance 
committee of the war camp commu- 
nity service was read to the conference 
by Harvey J. Hill, chairman of' its ad- 
visory committee. The full text fol- 
lows: 


"Your presence here to discuss plans 


for the-maintenance and extension of 
war camp community service is an 
expression or your interest and1 «P- 
thusiasm for the cause in which you 
have enlisted. 
The soldiers of the 
United States are paid by the govern- 
ment but it is not that for which they 
fight The compensation which you 
receive for your work in this cause is 
not in any sense the reason for your 
participation in it. We are all-in this 
work because we believe in it with all 
our hearts and souls; because it is a 
necessary service to our army and navy 
which we as American citizens are glad 
to perform. 
"This organization has demonstrated 
the need for the service which it is 
rendering and its ability to meet that 
need. Its work is inspired by the gov- 
ernment, and you in helping to carry 
it forward are serving the country's 
cause as truly as the soldiers in France. 
The war camp community service is 
filling a certain important field just 
as the Red Cross and YM.C.A. and oth- 
er organizations are filling theirs; it 
co-ordinates but does not conflict with 
them. 
. 
. 
"The name of this organization indi- 
cates the character not only of its pres- 
ent but of its future activities, for the 
young men who have passed and are 
now passing through the camps scat- 
tered over the country on the way from 
.their homes to the battlefield in France 
will pass through those camps again 
when they return from France. The 
safeguards which are thrown 
about 
them by this organization now in the 
camp communities will be as necessary 
then. The hospitality and good cheer 
•which this organization affords 
them 


now will be as greateful to them then. 
"Many a young man, far from home 


and friends and in the strange sur- 
roundings of a military camp, has 
found in the town or city adjoining 
his camp a real neighborhood commu- 
nity spirit to minister to his social 
needs and dispel his homesickness. 
War camp community service has so 
worked that no soldier or sailor need 
consider himself a disregarded stranger 
in any city where the devoted workers 
of this organization are serving. , 
"On the battlefields of Europe, where 


the brave and war-worn soldiers of the 
allies begin now to see the victorious 
ending of their great labor, the fresll 
vigor and enthusiasm of American sol- 
diers will, be perhaps as powerful a 
contribution toward victory as the mil- 
itary strength which they themselves 
represent. To create and 
sustain 'a 


hiffh standard of morale, to send, our 
soldiers to France and return them, to 
their homes mentally nriB morally 'fit. 
free from the social vices that have 
often 
heretofore made army camps 
plague spots for generations,—that i:* 
the work in which we'are engaged. It 
is a high and noble service, worthy the 
best efforts of every man here today. 
I bid you Godspeed in it."

Senator Lewis of Illinois,

against "new professions of peace and 
false propaganda" from Germany. 


"We are not allured by it or de- 


ceived by it," he said, declaring that 
Germany's intent is to cause a, de- 
mand in this country and among the 
allies for peace and thus enable Ger- 
many to secure a firmer grasp upon 
Russia and the east, for preparation 
of a huge army to strike America 
later. 


The German peace offer, 
he sug- 


gested, ought to have been indignantly 
repudiated by Emperor William, be- 
cause it conflicts with his boastings. 
Senator Sherman of Illinois, repub- 


lican, declared peace could come only 
by a victory that would sweep the

The great task now before congress 


is to frame the new revenue bill which 
is to raise by taxation a sum variously 


J estimated at from live to eight billion 


dollars or about twice the amount so 
raised by the last revenue bill enacted 
by 
congress. 
Certain congressmen 


have very conflicting' views as to the 
manner in which this money should be 
raised. War profits, of course, will 
come in for 
the 
heaviest 
impost. 


Some congressmen go. so far as to say 
that wage-earners 
who benefit un- 


reasonably by the war, should also be 
included under the war profits tax. 
There its considerable objection to rais- 
ing the sum of $8,000,000,000 by taxa- 
tion. The 
administration 
wants to 


raise one-third of the annual expendi- 
ture by taxation; but It Is claimed the 
total for the year will 
not 
exceed 


518,000,000,000 so that it is estimated 
that five or six billions at most should 
be quite enough to raise by taxation-

The loss of the White Star 
liner 


"Justicia," one of the largest trans- 
ports afloat, as a result of submarine 
activity, is another proof that the sub- 
mersibles are out in earnest to get our 
troop ships. In view of the danger, it 
seems perilous to put 5000 men or up- 
wards on a single ship. This ship is 
said to have had a capacity of SOOO 
soldiers. 


Several large troop ships have been 


sunk on their return journey, probably 
because they are not then so well pro- 
tected as when loaded with troops. It 
is asserted that despite the fact that 
an occasional transport is sunk, the de- 
fense against submarine attack is most 
effective. The Justicia was sunk only 
after a running fight of twenty-four 
hours during which the guns of -the 
steamer exploded several of the torpe- 
does on their way to the X'essel. That 
shows good marksmanship but it is to 
be greatly regretted that after such a 
gallant fight the good ship went down.

That is 
what the Department of Justice has set 
out to do in its campaign against graft 
and fraud in army contracts.

for much of the dishonesty in war con- 
tracts and these gentry will hereafter 
be closely watched by the keen agents 
of the Department of Justice.

safety involved in a strike 
on, 
the 


Great Lakes. A stoppage of the move- 
ment of the lake vessels would cutoff 
the supply of ore needed in the man- 
ufacture of steel plates for shipbuild- 
ing and many other essentials of war 
and would jeopardize the movement of 
wheat to our army abroad and to onr 
allies. 
Ko strike 
should be called 


which might be based upon a misun- 
derstanding of what has happened or 
which is capable of a. different solu- 
tion. 


"The first reason given for striking 


was to compel the Lake Carriers as- 
sociation to co-operate with the gov- 
ernment In training seamen.

Sugar Essential to Success of 


War—Supply at Low Ebb 
—50,000,000 Pounds Lost 


WASHINGTON, July 26.-^The, Amer- 


ican public was asked by the food ad- 
ministration yesterday to go on a 
sugar ration of two pounds per capita 
monthly beginning Aug- 1, to meet a 
•world shortage in this commodity and 


- to care for the immediate demands of 


the allies and American military forc- 
es. 
The American public at present 


10 on a three pounds per capita month- 
ly, under a request issued by the food 
administration a month ago. 


Household rationing will be volun- 


tary, as at present, but public eating 
places .will be required to observe new 
regulations effective Aug 1, permitting 
the use of two pounds of sugar for 
every 90 meale served instead of three 
pounds under existing regulations. 
"Unless the consumption of sugar is 
reduced both by householders and the 
publio generally, the food administra- 
tion warns in an appeal made yes- 
terday; supplies for Belgium, the Red 
Cross, Y.M.C.A., Knights of Columbus, 
Salvation army and other organiza- 
tions working for the welfare of Amer- 
ican military forces in Europe cannot 
be maintained. 
The sugar situation confronting the 


United States is de*seribeed by the food 
administration as follows: 
''"The sugar supplies throughout the 
country, in homes, stores, factories and 
bakeries are at low ebb; the produc- 
tion from the American beet and Louis- 
iana cane crops have been disappoint- 
ing; the yield in Porto Bico has like- 
wise been smaller than anticipated, 
and the inability of th« United States 
and the allies to secure sugar from 
9f, Java and other distant sources on ac- 
count of the imperative call for. ships 


, for the movement of troops and their. 
supply from such quarters. 
* Added to this already difficult Bit- 
Nation, the quantity needed by the 
army and navy greatly exceeds earlier 
estimates. 


"We must send a large amount to 
France and Italy to take the place of 
the great voUme lost through the Ger- 
mans and Austrian Invasions during 
which much beet land was overrun and 
many factories destroyed; we have to 
supply certain quantities to neutral na- 
tions nnder agreements; and finally 
over 50,000,000 pounds were lost re- 
cently through submarine sinkings off 
our Atlantic coast." 
' In asking the publio voluntarily to 
reduce their consumption to a level 
-more nearly equal to the compulsory | 
restrictions in effect in France, Eng- j 
land and Italy, the statement'flays that, \ 
vrhiln sugar is often used,as a luxury 
in America, it has become an "essen- 
tial element tor the success of the 
war among the nations of Europe." 


"Upon our action here," the state- 


ment continues, "depends the possibil- 
ity of maintains the ration to our 
own lighting man and those of the 
allies as well as of averting a still 
further redaction of tho allotments to 
the civil populations of nations fight- 
Ing Germany which already are down 
to a point-far und«r their normal 
needs."

This announce- 
ent is made by the department, be- 
ause inquiries received indicate an 
mpression that the reports reflected 
i its meat inspection service. 
The published statements were based 


partly on information given out by the 
federal trade commission, but a letter 
from Commissioner Victor Murdock to 
Dr. John R. Mohler, chief of the bureau 
of animal industry, makes it clear that 
no blame attached to the meat inspec- 
tion. Mr. Murdock says: "The question 
of meat contracted for by the army 
and examined by your inspector at San 
Antonio is not at issue. No complaint 
was heard of the meats issued by the 
camp quartermaster at Camp Travis.

"The committee, according to 
in- 


formation now at hand, does not pass 
upon and indeed has nothing to do 
with building projects which do not" 
require the issuance of bonds or oth- 
er securities, or those which can bo 
covered by capital .issues not exceed- 
ing $100,000. It also appears that oth- 
er building operations, not thus exemp- 
ted, will not necessarily be limited to 
temporary structures but that per- 
manent structures may be approved if 
the difference in cost ia not too large 
or if special circumstances, such as 
a rigorous climate, make it necessary.

THE PRICE OF FRUIT 


AND VEGETABLES 


Summer fruits continue to be both 


scarce and costly, although in some in- 
stances there has been a small reduc- 
tion in price. The scarcity of fruit this 
summer is very evident, but the rea- 
sons for it are not quite so clear; the 
high cost of fertilizing-, the scorcHy of 
labor on the big fruit plantations of the 
south, and the increased cost of trans- 
portation and packing are probably 
some of the foctors in the situation. 
The auto-truck service from Boston to 
Lowell has made a slight improvement 
in the transportation 
from a local 


standpoint, and it is hoped this service. 
in which fruit comes in from Boston 
in less .than two hours, will be en- 
larged in the near future. 


The present retail fruit prices, as 


compared with those asked a month or 
two weeks ago are as follows: Bana- 
nas, which were 40 and 50 cents a 
dozen. no\v 30 and 40 cents; peaches, 
which have been quoted at 20 and 30 
cents in the past month, now 30 and 40 
cents; lemons, which have been selling 
at 30 cents a dozen, now 40 and 50 
cents; peas, which were 50 cents a 
week ago, now 40 cents; grapes, which 
are just beginning" to come into the 
market, are selling today at 25 cents a 
pound; grapefruit has he.en selling for 
15 cents each, but is very scarqe lo- 
cally at present; 
cantaloupes, which 


were 15 cents each, now selling three 
for a .quarter. Cucumbers and toma- 
toes, incidentally, have both dropped 
in the last two weeks. Cucumbers, 
which were 15 cents each, are now S 
cents, and tomatoes have gone from 
15 to 10 cents a pound.

The message from Governor Herrlck. 


who is chairman of the national linanca 
committee of, the war camp commu- 
nity service was read to the conference 
by Harvey J. Hill, chairman of its ad- 
visory committee. The full text fol- 
lows: 


"Your presence here to discuss plans 


tor the maintenance and extension ot 
war camp community service is an 
expression of your Interest and e»- 
thuslasm for the cause in which you 
liave enlisted. 
The soldiers of 
the 


United States are paid by the govern- 
ment but it is not that for which they 
fight The compensation which you 
receive for your work in this cause is 
not in any sense the reason for your 
participation in it. We are all iii this 


j work because we believe in it with all 
' our hearts and souls; because it is a 
i necessary service to our army and navy 
! which wp as American citizens are glad 
j 10 perform. 
! 
"This organization has demonstrated 
the need for the service which it is 
rendering and its ability to meet that 
! need. Its work is inspired by the gov- 
ernment, and you in helping to carry 


I it forward are serving the country's 
cause as truly as the soldiers in France. 
The war camp community service is: 
filling a certain Important field just 
as the Red Cross and YM.C.A. and oth-- 
er organizations are filling theirs; it- 
co-ordinates but does not conflict with, 
them. 


"The name of this organization indi- 
cates the character not only of its pres- 
ent but of its future activities, for the 
young men who have passed and .are 
now passing through the camps scat- 
tered over the country on the way from 
their homes to the battlefield in France 
will pass through those camps again 
when they return from France. The 
safeguards which are thrown 
about 


them by this organization now in the 
camp communities will be as necessary 
then. The hospitality and good.cheer 
which this organization affords them 
now will be as greateful to them then. 
"Many a young man, far from home 


and friends and in the strange sur- 
roundings of a military camp, has 
found in the town or city adjoining 
his camp a real neighborhood commu- 
nity spirit to minister to his social 
needs and dispel Ills homesickness. 
War camp community service has so 
worked that no soldier or sailor need 
consider himself a disregarded stranger 
in any city where the devoted workers 
of this organization are serving. 


"On the battlefields of Europe, where 


the brave and war-worn soldiers of the 
allies begin now to see the victorious 
ending of their great labor, the fresh 
vigor and enthusiasm of American sol- 
diers wUJ be perhaps as powerful a 
contribution toward victory as the mil- 
itary strength \vhieh they themselves 
represent. To create and sustain 'a 
tn^'h .standard of morale, to send our 
fioldiers to France and return them to 
their homes menially and morally lit. 
free from the social vices that have 
often 
heretofore made army camps

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


BLAMELESS FOR BAD MEATS 


AT CAMP TRAVIS 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 26.™The 


department of agriculture has complet- 
ed its investigation of the statement 
made and. widely published some weeks 
ago that meats and poultry unfit for 
food had been sold or offered for sale 
for army consumption at Camp Travis, 
and finds that the federal meat inspec- 
tion was not involved. This announce- 
ment is made by the department, be- 
cause- inquiries received indicate an 
impression that the reports reflected 
on its meat inspection service. 


The published statements were based 


partly on information given out by the 
federal trade commission, but a letter 
from Commissioner Victor Murdock to 
Dr. John R. Mohler, chief of the bureau 
of animal industry, makes it clear that 
no blame attached to the meat inspec- 
tion. Mr. Murdock says: ''The question 
of meat contracted for by the army 
and examined by your inspector at San 
Antonio is not at issue. No complaint 
was heard of the meats issued by the 
camp quartermaster at Camp Travis. 
* * * The meats referred to in the 
complaints * * * were 
offered 
to 


the camp through, channels which do 
not have the benefit of federal inspec- 
tion. » * * ."

SUGAR RATION 


Allowance .for Each Person 


Reduced to Two Pounds 


a Month 


Sugar Essential to Success of 


War—Supply at Low Ebb 
—50,000,000 Pounds Lost 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—The Amer- 


ican public was asked by the food ad- . 
ministration 
yesterday to go on a 


sugar ration of two pounds per capita 
monthly beginning Aug 1, to meet a 
world shortage in this commodity and 
to care for the immediate demanda of 
the allies and American military forc- 
es. 
The American public at present 


is on a three pounds per capita month- 
ly, under a request issued by the food 
administration a month ago. 


Household rationing- .will be volun- 


tary, as at present, but public eating 
places will be required to observe new- 
regulations effective Aug 1, permitting 
the use of two pounds of sugar for 
every 90 meals served instead of three 
pounds under existing regulations. 


Unless the cpnsumption of sugar la 


reduced both by householders and the 
public generally, the food administra- 
tion warns in an appeal made yes- 
terday, supplies for Belgium, the Red 
Cross, Y.M.C.A., Knights ftf Columbus, 
Salvation army and other organiza- 
lions working for the welfare of Amer- 
ican military forces in Europe cannot 


i maintained. 
The sugar situation confronting tha 


United States is describeed by the food 
administration as follows: 


"The sugar supplies througho.ut the 


country, in homes, stores, factories and. 
nakeries are at low ebb; the produc- 
tion from the American beet and Louis- 
iana cane crops have been disappoint- 
.ng; the yield in Porto Rico has like- 
wise been smaller than 
anticipated, 


and the inability of the United States 
and the allies to secure sugar from 
fava and other distant sources on ac- 
count of the imperative call for ships 
"or the movement of troops and their 
>upply from such quarters. 


Added to this already difficult sit- 


uation, the quantity needed by tha 
irmy and navy greatly exceeds earlier 
istimates. 
."We must send a large amount to 
Trance and Italy to take the place of 
;he great volume lost through the Ger- 
mans and Austrian invasions during 
vhich much beet land was overrun and 
many factories destroyed; we have to 
upply certain quantities to neutral na- 
ions under agreements; and finally 
aver 50,000,000 pounds were lost re- 
ently through submarine sinkings off 
ur Atlantic coast." 
In asking the public voluntarily to 
educe their consumption to a level 


more nearly equal to the compulsory 


trictidns in effect in France, Eng- 


and and Italy, the statement says that, 


hile su^ar is often used as a luxury 


in America, it has become an "essen- 
tial element for the success of the 
war among the nations of Europe." 


"Upon our action here," the state- 


ment continues, "depends the possibil- 
ity of maintaing the ration to our 
own fighting men and those of the 
allies as well as of averting a still 
further reduction of the allotments to 
the civil populations of nations fig-ht- 
ing Germany which already are down 
to a point far under 
their 
normal 


needs." 


To assure equitable distribution of the 


sugar the American public is to be al- 
lowed, the food 
administration 
has 


worked out a scheme of allocation to 
the states, based on population and 
the needs of sugar-using industries.

Very quiet- 
ly and unostentatiously, it is -added, 
full executive and state rights have 
been granted to the imperial general 
staff.
